CHICAGO, July 6.—Only a few hours 
remain before the democratic national 
convention is called to order, and there 
is the tense strain, the bounding en 
thusiasm, the surging of crowds, 
and 
the hurried arrangement of 
details 
which mark the near approach of the 
crisis. 


Convention week opened auspiciously 
in point of weather, and the veterans of 
national gatherings do not 
recall 
time when a clear sky and cool breezes 
contributed more to the creature com' 
forts of the convention hosts. 
A ten 
mile breeze comes from the lake, keep- 
ing the flags snapping, and the mercury 
keeps well within the eighties. 
There 
is just enough haze in the air to keep 
off the torrid rays of the sun. 


Early in the day the full strength of 
the convention crowd began to assert 
itself. 
Every train brought 
political 
organizations, uniformed clubs, bands 
of music, and fife and drum corps. 
They came in full regalia to the con- 
vention with that individuality which 
the silver movement has given to its 
advocates. 
Some of the clubs were 
uniformed in light crash suits with tall 
^ray hats, others bore flambeaus, many 
carried horns and other instrumentsof 
discord, and all seemed bent on noise 
and demonstration. 


The third section of the ' Dick" 
Bland marching club put in an appear- 
ance at 7 o'clock, reinforcing the 2,500 
already here. 
They ni'ade an early 
attack on the hotels, and roused 
the 
occupants from their slumbers. 
The 
Nebraska silver train arrived with a 
blaze of bunting, and unloaded a ihous 
and enthusiastic silver shdutei«. 
The 
Boies people were cheered by the com- 
ing of a big delegation from the heart 
of Iowa. 
Louisville contributed thè 
stylish Blackburn cl^b, and later in 
the day the Duokworth . olub, ot Cin- 
cinnati, is scheduled to arrive.

Palmer house the main lobby iirpacked 
with shouting, gesticulating tnen, who 
ovetflow into the entrances, and to this 
is added at intervals the arrival of 
some club with its ^ band, the 
drums 
and brasses serving to drown the din 
of the shouters. 
At the Auditorium, 
Sherman house and other rendezvous 
there are the same scenes of noisy 
démonstration. 


The real work of the convention 
began in earnest today with the meet- 
ing of the national committee at 10 
o'clock, in the 
rooms 
at 
ihe Pal- 
mer house. 
There was intense interest 
in the result of the meeting, as the 
selection of a temporary 
presiding 
ofScer promised to develop the first 
test of strength between the gold and 
silver forces. 
Chairman 
Harrity had 
divided the committee work eo that 
the formal 
matter 
of 
distributing 
tickets and badges would be done first, 
and at 12 o'clock the important work 
of choosing the convention ofiBcers and 
hearing contests will be taken up. 
The 
general impression prevailed that the 
committee would name Senator Hill as 
temporary chairman, but there was 
wide rangé for speculation and doubt, 
owing to the determined attitude of 
the silver men not to accept a tempor- 
ary chairman opposed to their views. 
The doubt was increased by the fact 
that Senator Hill had at last broken 
silence and in statements which were 
widely read during the morning had 
taken a decided stand against the silver 
men. 
The statement attributed 
to 
him, over his signature, that the New 
York delegation would walk out of the 
convention if the Michigan delegation 
was counted, was taken as particularly 
ominous of trouble ahead. 


The silver leaders are to meet at 2 
o'clock to determine whether the tem- 
porary chairman named by the com. 
mittee is acceptable. 
Whether he is or 
not, the committee will doubtlees make 
their recommendation to the conven- 
tion, and the fight of the silver men 
will be made as soon as the convention 
assembles tomorrow, on the question 
of accepting the presiding ofiQcer pre- 
sented by the national committee. The 
tendency of the silver men appears 
to 
be toward Senator Daniel, of Virginia, 
for temporary chairman. 
Aside from 
this question, the national committee 
will hear such contesta as are presented. 
The only ones expected 
are those of 
Michigan, South Dakota, Nebraska and 
Nevada. 
Tt is understood, 
however, 
that the convention will awuit the ap- 
pointment of the comiaitlee on creden- 
tials bsfore urging their contests. 


son stating that his election to congress 
in 18TS was the result of his advocacy 
of the. remonetization of silver is attract- 
ing much attention. It came last night 
in response to an inquiry 
from ex- 
Congressman T. W. McNeely and is 
regarded as having special significance 
at this juncture. 


Ex-Congressman Sibley, of Pennsyl- 
vania, is due to arrive today, and a 
revival of his presidential candidacy is 
expected to follow in his wake. 
He 
announced himself some months sgo, 
but ot late has not urged his candidacy. 
It is said he comes at the suggestion of 
some of the Pennsylvania 
delegation, 
who show signs of silver infection, and 
who believe none of the candidates now 
in the field has demonstrated an ability 
to win. 


Senator Tillman, the picturesque and 
terrible, is also enjoying a dark horse 
boom as a result of the arrival of the 
South Carolina delegation, which is in- 
structed to vote for him. 


The Bland followers put on a front of 
great elation over the caucus of the 
forces yesterday, and are making the 
extreme claim that their candidate will 
be nominated by acclamation. 
This is 
having the counter eflpct of concentrat- 
ing the opposition to Bland and all the 
other candidates are just now interested 
in offsetting the Bland 
movement. 
There appears, also, to be considerable 
doubt as to whether several 
states 
represented at the Bland caucus can be 
delivered to him as bodies. 
California 
and Louisiana are holding out, although 
strenuous efforts are' being made to 
bring them into the Bland line. 


The Indiana men say the Matthews 
candidacy is in a healthy condition, 
but they are giving no figures and mak- 
ing no claims. 
They deny emphatical- 
ly the report, which gained 
currency 
around the Bland headquarters, that 
Governor' Matthews' name would be 
withdrawn before the close of today. 
Early in the day there was talk that 
Senator Turpie might be anothei

Heady for Bnslncati, 


At the convention hall all is in read- 
iness for the big gathering 
tomorrow. 
The last chair has been put in place 
and every detail perfected. 
Serjeant- 
at-Arms Martin and his 500 «fisislantsi 
pages, etc., drilled throughout 
the 
morning. He expresses himself aa well 
satisfied with the outlook for an efiect- 
ive handling of the throngs which will 
besiege the boildiog tomorrow. 
The 
various state delctgations are centers of 
activity .today, and most of them are 
holding 
caucuses 
for organization. 
With many of them the question of 
observing the unit rule in a burping 
issue and much depends on the observ- 
ance of tbif 
time honored 
custoxa 
Before night the state 
organizations 
will be go far advanced that the per- 
sonnel of the convention, 
committees 
on platform, credentials, etc , will be 
practically completed. 


Iowa Has a I^lvely Time. 
There was a breezy time in the Iowa 
delegation when they met this morn- 
ing. 
The meeting was called to order 
by Samuel B 
Evans. 
W. H. 
Stack- 
house, of the First district, a federal 
officer, immediately offered a resolu- 
tion, as follows: 


"Eesolvcd. That the member of the 
committee on resolvitions from this 
state, when selected, be instructed to 
offer this resolution as a part of the 
platform: 
'We hold to the use of both 
gold and silver as the standard money 
of the country and the coinage of both 
gold and silver without discriminating 
against either metal or charge 
for 
mintage, at such ratio as will maintain 
the parity between both metals, and we 
demand that all paper currency shall 
be kept at par with and redeemable in 
such coin.'" 


Mr. Stackhouse was allowed to speak 
for seven minutes upon this resolution, 
and made an elaborate argument. 
W. 
B. Wheerry attempted to follow Mr. 
Stackhouse, but the silver men became 
impatient and re'used to listen to tbe 
argument, calling for a vote. 
The 
motion was defeated, 4 e^yes to 22 najs. 
Those votiug aye were Messrs. Stack- 
house, Wheerry, Max Mayor and P. B. 
Gobble.

Contest Over Indiana. 


The sharp contest which has been 
going on in the Indiana delegation over 
the selection of a national committee- 
man was to have been decided at a 
meeting held this morning. The silver 
forces felt confident of being able to 
replace S. P. Sheerin, the veteran Indi- 
ana member of the national committee, 
and secretary of the latter body, with a 
man more in touch with the free silver 
sentiment. 
The name of J . G. Shank- 
lin, of Evansville, was placed in nomi- 
nation by the silver element, while Mr. 
Sheerin was proposed for re election. 
An extended discussion followed, at 
which it was developed as the general 
sentiment that the contest should be 
deferred until after the nomination of 
the presidential candidate, as this may 
have an important bearing 
on 
the 
choice of a committeeman. 
The elec- 
tion thereupon went over. 


Tnrple Not a Candidate. 


Senator Turpie stated this morning 
that the mention of his name as a possi- 
ble compromise presidential candidate 
was wholly unauthorized: 
"The In- 
diana delegation 
is 
enthusiastically 
loyal to Governor Matthews," said he, 
"and will stand by him first, last and 
always, in accordance with the instruc- 
tions of the state convention. 
The re- 
ports reaching us are most encouraging 
and we believe Matthews has elements 
of strength that will draw delegations 
from all sections when it is demon- 
strated that the other candidates lack 
the strength to nominate." 


Illinois for Bland. 


At a meeting of the Illinois 
delega- 
tion at the Sherman house today 
it 
was decided that Illinois should 
cast 
her forty-eight votes for Richard P. 
Bland, of Miescuri, for president. 
The 
first formal vote stood 43 to 1 in favor 
of Bland, with four delegates 
absent. 
Preceding the formal vote there was an 
informal ballot, in which Stevenson 
l ^ d others received scattering votes. 


Silver Cancns. 


The silver men are anxiously discuss- 
ing among themselves whether they, 
will have a caucus before the conven- 
tion meets. 
The majority of them 
appear to be of the opinion that there 
should be a general meeting of the 
forces tonight, but the states of Ohio, 
Indiana and Kentucky, and some of 
the other delegations are holding out 
stifiy against the proposition, some of 
the delegates going so far as to say they 
will not attend if one is held. 
The 
matter will be determined at the gen- 
eral meeting of the general stiver com- 
mittee to be held at 2 o'clock today. 


Daniel for Temporary Cbalrman. 


The mdications now are that the 
silver men will stand by their last 
choice, Senator Daniel, of Virginia, for 
temporary chairman. He is their third 
choice, but has been talked of from 
the beginning, and it is probable that 
he would have been 
united 
upon 
sooner but for his refusal to have his 
name considered. 
It is now under- 
stood that he will accept and the silver 
people profess to believe that he. will 
receive the indorsement of the national 
committee. 
There is some criticism of 
the selection of a United States senator 
for the position, but the silver leaders 
contend that this objection is not of 
sufficient force to stand in the way of 
the selection of a man so thoroughly 
qualified as they believe Ssnator Dan- 
iel to be. 


Battle Among Candidates. 


The battle among the candidates is 
reaching its critical stage. 
Today ap- 
pears to be one of dark horses. 
A 
telegram from Vice President Stevon- 


Talli of aicLean. 


No McLean badges have yet appeared 
among the delegates but the boom of 
the Ohio journalist is met with every- 
wiiere. 
It is all underneath the sur- 
face so far, but. the friends of 
Mr.

Tbe Boies Boom. 


Ex-Governor 
Boies is expected to 
return to Chicago some time during the 
day. 
The gold men of Iowa are 
per- 
fecting an organization for the support 
of Boies. 
The leaders are Richardson, 
member of the national committee, 
Cato Sells, Judge Kinney and T. 
M. 
Gobble. 
The latter is one of the four 
gold delegates from Iowa 
The other 
three are delegates who refuse to par- 
ticipate in the movement for the notai- 
nation of Boies, and have already given 
notice that they intend to bolt a silver 
nomination, whether it is Boies or any 
other man. 
The organization of the 
Iowa gold men has for its purpose the 


CHICAGO, July 
6,—The program of 
the gold men has 
begun to assui 
shape, though it has not yet been en- 
tirely agreed on, nor has it been sub- 
mitted to but very few leaders of the 
anti-silver forces. 
During the gold 
conferences, Mr. Whitney, who is the 
recognized leader of the gold forces, 
has counselled the anti-silver men to 
stand together and to be ready to act 
in a solid body when occasion requires. 
He has not indicated what action is to 
be taken, but refers to it as something 
that it is to be determined upon later. 


It is understood that as the matter 
stands now the course is not to walk 
out of the convention, but to remain 
until the close. 
Then when the silver 
men have captured everything 
and 
adjourned, a conference will be held 
and arrangements miade for a conven- 
tion some weeks later of anti silver 
democrats for the purpose of putting in 
nomination a man whom they can sup- 
port. 


Of course if the silver men go to the 
extreme of turning out the gold dele- 
gates in Michigan and capturing that 
state, a bolt may be immediately pre- 
cipitated, but the convention to be held 
to select a gold candidate is not likely 
to be hastened by an actual bolt from 
the convention. 


There are a number of gold men who 
are very much opposed to this program. 
They wouid much prefer that no can- 
didate be put upi so that they could 
remain within the organization and 
vote against the ticket named by the 
silver men. 
This course if preferred 
by the western men, who feel that the 
silver organization will be very strong 
in their states and bolters will get a 
cold shoulder in the future. 
It is un- 
derstood that the eastern men feel that 
the best way to withhold votes from 
the silver ticket is by putting up a can- 
didate. 
Many of the eastern men do 
not want to be put in the position of 
having to choose between the republi- 
can candidate and the democratic silver 
candidate. 


General Tracey, of New York, who 
was a gold leader in the fi'ty-third con- 
gress when the silver purchasing law 
was repealed, says that he does not 
think that the bolt or separate ticket 
will be organized at this convention, 
but that the people who do not approve 
of the nomination of a silver man will 
ask for another candidate and that it 
will be a spontaneous demand. 
He 
thinks the situation will not be far 
difierent from that in 1872, when the 
stalwart democracy refused to support 
Horace Greely and put Charles 0'Con- 
ner up as a candidate in order that the 
democrats who would not 
vote for 
Greely and were bitterly opposed to 
the republicans could cast their votes 
for a straight out democrat. 
The idea 
of a second ticket is also advocated by 
those who desire to make the protest 
against a silver platform and candidate 
as emphatic as 
possible. 
General 
Tracey says that while this has not yet 
reached the stage of a d( finite prcgrami 
yet he regards it as the natural and 
inevitable sequel to the complete con- 
trol of the convention by the silver 
forces, which now seems assured. 


Those of the eastern delegates who 
have been in the habit of following the 
lead of Senator Hill are at a loss this 
morning to know just where they stand. 
They are waiting for Senator Hill to 
announce his plan and his announce- 
ment seems to be tardy in its appear- 
ance. 


The arrival of Tammany this morning 
seems to have brightened up the gold 
atmosphere 
considerably, 
but 
the 
brightening is simply because of the 
strengthening of the numbers preseu t 
and not because of any revived hope of 
winning. 
Those among the Tammany 
men who may be accounted leaders are 
very much averse to the taking of any 
arbitrary action by the gold standard 
contingent. 
They say that democratic 
conventions have always been obedient 
to the rule of the majority, and this 
should be no exception to the rule 
They say -that a vigorous fight should 
be made by the gold men on all ques- 
tions where the eastern men disagree, 
but when de'eated the deieat should be 
accepted gracefully. 


There * was a new and rather novel 
feature of tbe eastern situation. 
It was 
the arrival of a delegation of 
about 
sixty colored people calling themselves 
the National Negro Democratic associa- 
tion. 
They are pri sided over by James 
A. Ross, ot Buffalo, and are scheduled 
to hold a meeting tomorrow night. The 
peculiar feature ia that a majority of 
them are for free silver^ and they ex- 
pect to pass a resolution to th'iit effect 
tomorrow night. 


gan's gold delegation was unseated 
The statement came as a surprise, be- 
cause Senator Hill has been very con 
servative in the matter of Etatements 
When visited this morning by a repre 
sentative of the Associated Press, 
he 
said: 


"The statement is absolutely 
false. 
The only things I said were embodied 
in an interview that I gave to your 
association yesterday.

said 
anything to give any person the idea 
that I would counsel a bolt. 
In fact, I 
have steadfastly refrained from making 
any statements of what action we would 
take in the convention." 


TEXAS GOLD MEN. 


The contesting delegation from Texas 
representing the gold ssnliment in that 
state decided, by a full vote, this morn- 
ing, not to appiy for admission to the 
convention and issued an address in 
which they protested against the free 
silver idea and said it would lead the 
party to destruction. 


GUARDS OVERP^ERED. 


Fourteen Prisoners Escape From 
Jail at Guthrie. 


AmonsT Them Were tbe Two I^ast Snr- 
vivors of tbe Dalton Gang, Wbo 
Viere Cbar^ired Wltb lUnrder. 


GUTHRIE, 
O. 
T., July 
6—Fourteen 
prisoners overpowered the guards in 
the United ^tates jail late last night 
and broke jail. 
Bill Doolin and Dyna- 
mite Dick, the' last survivors of the 
Dalton gang, who were charged with 
the murders committed in the Ingalls 
fight, at which four deputy marshals 
were killed, were the principal actors. 
Fourteen out of fifi>y-nine prisoners 
escaped. 
They 
were all 
desperate 
characters. 
They 
are: 
Bill 
Doolin, 
Dynamite Dick, Charles Montgomery, 
Tom Black, Walt McClair, Bill Critten- 
den, Ed Lawrence, George Lane, Kid 
Philips, Henry Irvin, Bill Jones, C. O 
Nix, Lee Killiam and William Beck. 


They got the guard's revolvers and 
Winchester by a rush out of the cages 
when the gate was opened. 
They 
knocked one of the guards down and 
then placed the other two guards into 
the steel cages, compelling them to go 
in at the points of their revolvers. 
Having the guards safe, the ring leaders 
called for every one of the prisoners to 
escape if they wanted to. Only fourteen 
followed.

says that 80 per cent, of the Germans 
of the country are for free silver. 


There were probably fewer of our 
poople left the city last Saturday than 
on any Fourth of July for years. 
This 
was owing in a great measure to the 
fact that Fort Wayne has an attraction 
in the shape of a summer resort—the 
Robison park. 
As will be seen by our 
local columns, about 40,000 people vis- 
ited that delightful pleasure place last 
Saturday and were given the same enjoy- 
ment that they would have secured at 
Rome City or Warsaw, and at a cost, 
too, that was very small compared with 
what they would have spent by going 
to these resorte. 
Bobison park is prov- 
ing a great boon to our city and as the 
months and years roll by it will ^ow 
in attractiveness and popularity. 


The verdict of the jury in the Tebeau 
Sunday base ball case is universally 
commented upon among lawyers as 
being the biggest legal farce that was 
ever enacted in this city. 
Never did 
the law and the evidence in a case more 
conclusively show the defendant guilty 
than in this particular trial, and yet the 
jury deliberately set this law and evi- 
dence aside and allowed themselves to 
be governed by their own prejudices. 
Under such a system of jury service we 
might as well have no laws at all. 
Hereafter when any prosecuting attor- 
ney appears before a jury to prosecute 
a case agaiiiist Sunday base ball 'players 
he should hot apologize to the jurors 
and liifi^tpeptatcvB lor beingHCompeUed, 
as an ^ o À of the state, to do his duty. 


The natural gas production in the 
United States in 1895 is reviewed in a 
report of the geological survey, com- 
piled by Joseph I>. Weeks. 
The tot^l 
value was 113,006.660, against $13,945,- 
400 in 1894. The value of the product 
consumed was 17,920,187 and $9,768,230 
was the value of coal or wood displaced 
by gas. 
The total pipe laid was 43,830.- 
241 feet and producing wells opened 
3 826. The vidue of the consumpiioh 
during 1885 95 was greatest in 1888, 
when it was $22,629.875. 
From then to 
1891 the decrease was rapid and in the 
past four years there has been a grad- 
ual decline. 
The most notable feature 
of the year was the decreasing pressure 
in all of the natural gas fields of the 
country. 
The life of the wells also has 
been greatly reduced. 


THE two thirds rule which is now in 
force in the democratic national con- 
vefition for the nomihatioh of a candi- 
date for president was enacted in the 
era of slavery controversy as a pledge 
lio the south that no candidate would 
be nominated in the face cf its united 
opposition. It worked very badly in 
giving the party a very poor candidate, 
and the country a very poor president 
in Franklin Pierce, who was nominated 
in 1852, after the choice of any kuown 
and able man was despaired of. It was 
again used by Mr. Yancey and his fac- 
tion in 1860, to prevent the nomination 
of Mr. Douglas, and thus to insure the 
division of the party and of the union. 
It forced the party to put up with an 
unwilling and unsatisfactory candidate 
in Governor Seymour in 1868, when the 
rule prevented a selection which would 
have put far more energy into the cam- 
paign. The time has come for its repeal 
and the selection of a candidate by a 
msjority vote, as is the case in othe^. 
conventions of the party. 


Wbat Sixteen to One llleaus. 


ED. SENTINEL:—Will you please ex- 
plain what 16 to 1 means when speak- 
ing of the ratio between gold and 
silver. 
A SuBscRiBEB. 


We have repeatedly fcxplained this 
matter in the columns of T H E SENTINEL 
but, in compliance with the request, we 
do so again today. 


Under the law established by the 
great American republic, 3711 grains 
of pure silver were put in a dollar, and 
23 1 5 grains of pure gold were put in 
a dollar, 16 gold dollars to weigh as 
much as one silver dollat. 
That js 
what 16 to 1 means. 
In other words, 
anyone bringing 371J grains of silver 
to the mint had it c jined into a dollar, 
and anyone bringiog 23 22 gold to the 
mint had it coined into a dollar. 
And 
as long as this was the law, no man was 
willing or did sell that much silver or 
gold for less than a dollar. 
Foreign 
inducements at times caused much of 
our gold to leave U9, as it is doing no f/, 
but we had silver to fall back on, pjid 
then again when much of our siWer 
left us, we had gold. 
Thus we wejked 
down the century on two legs, from 
thirteen poor colonies to thi'.ty-six 
grand states. 


Daring all of that century tbe metal 
of the two dollars never varied more 
than 3 per cent, and could not, und ar 
the inexorable law of supply and de- 
mand, with the mints open and t'ae 
hands of our debtors on the goveciior 
that controlled the demand. 
And the 
fact that we had two metala to rely on 


than if we had relied on one of these 
metals only. 
This was the elasticity 
that bimetalism gave to our primary 
money. 


In 1873 the law was changed and gold 
only was made primary money. 
The 
mints were left open to the free coinage 
of gold, but closed as to the free coinage 
of silver. 
An unlimited demand for 
gold for nae as money was left in oper- 
ation. The unlimited coinage of silver 
was stopped, and one of the main 
arteries feeding blood to civilization was 
cut off. 
r 
Canadian Elections. 
The fact that the Tory party is now 
in power in England has little effect on 
her provinces apparently. 
Otherwise 
t^ere would not have been so sweeping 
a Liberal victory in the Dominion, the 
first Liberal victory iu 18 years. 


The thing which finally boosted the 
Conservatives out of power in Canada 
and the Liberals in was the Manitoba 
school question. Our readers will recall 
that Manitoba is mainly peopled by 
Protestants, who desire schools in which 
no kind of theology is taught, schools, 
that is to say^ like those which thrive 
so well among parents and pupils of all 
religious denominations and convictions 
in the United States. The act which 
united the different British American 
provinces into the Dominion government 
specified that the state moneys should 
be used to provide separate Roman 
Catholic schools for pupils of that faith. 
Manitoba gained rapidly in population, 
for a Canadian province, that is, and 
this population was Protestant by a 
great majority. The Protestant popula- 
tion refused to «allow the public school 
money to be-used for the maintenance 
of separate îloman Catholic schools, de- 
claring firmly for the secular school. 


The Protestants »of the province great- 
ly outvoted the Catholics and thus the 
secular school measure was'carried. The 
Catholics then appealed to the general 
government at-Ottawa. It issued an or- 
der that Manitoba should divide the 
funds in accordance -with the articles of 
union. Manitoba Protestants, being in 
possession of the offices of the provinces 
and the money, too, declined to do any- 
thing of the kind. 


The receiit elections irwCanadaitumed 
on this issue mainly andi the dividers of 
the fichoolifund have got» a beating that 
will last them into the IQCD'a 
It may 
be mentioned that the Liberal • govern- 
ment which will/assumeithe reins favors 
a liberal trade policy toward theiUnited 
States with reciprocity. 
The .change 
may therefore «benefit both Canada and 
the United StJates. 


The strangest part of this unique elec- 
tion is that it was the votes of Cath- 
olics themselves that helped defeai the 
Conservative government. 
The new 
premier, Wilfred Laurier, is'himself a 
French Canadian. 
The Catholic clergy 
put forth every effort to defeat the 
Liberals 
and 
failed 
even 
in 
the 
province where they workedí hardeot, 
Quebeo. The Catholics thero(|are in* a 
majority, and it is said they ¡took this 
method of rebuking the interference of 
cletgymen in politics. 
Modifications 
most now be mad.e to suit the JUIanitoba 
case. Meantime we may suggest to our 
Canadian friends to look.across the bor- 
der and see how Jew, Catiholic arùdProt- 
^tant 
attend peacefully the secular 
schooL

o n t h e S u b j e c t . 


KcnsouN Why the L.aws Ai^alnst Its 
ncsecratiou Sboiild be 
Enforced. 


Last evening in Plymouth church, 
Rev. Jas. S. Ainslie preached to a large 
congregation upon "The Lord's Day, 
Its Uses and Abuses." 
He showed 
that from the beginning of history, 
among the people that have reached 
the highest degree of civilization, the 
Sabbath day has always been observed. 
It existed before Judaism cime in, and 
it continued after Judaism went out. 
A day of rest, a day of cessation from 
ordinary work, is a neceesity of human 
nature. 
So, in the time of Moses, it 
was written in a law that man sfiould 
go six days and stop one; work six days 
and rest one. 


When Christ came, the fourth com- 
mandment shared the fate of the other 
nine commandments. 
It 
was 
not 
abrogated; its meaning was broadened 
and intensified. 


Just as in the case of the sixth com- 
mandment, "Thou shalt do no murder," 
Christ did not annul that law: He did 
not set it aside; He enlarged the scope 
of its meaning when He said: 
"Who- 
soever is angry with his brother is a 
murderer." 
So, we may say, the fourth 
commandment was converted. 
After 
Christ's resurrection from the dead, the 
disciples began to meet on the first day 
of the week to testify their love and 
gratitude for their risen Lord, and in 
the course of time the Lord's day grad- 
ually superceded the seventh day, and 
was universally adopted as the day for 
rest and for worship. 


The day, thus observed, proved so 
beneficial to society, so helpful to man 
and beast alike, so productive of good 
morals and prosperity, and all the 
interests of civil zition. that the civil 
authorities incorporated it into a civil 
law, and adopted it as a I aw of the land. 


It would be an easy task to show 
that civilization gofs up wherever the 
Sabbath is observed; and that civiliza 
tion deteriorates wherever the Sabbath 
is desecrated. 


But why not have amutements on 
Sunday ? Why not have baae ball games, 
etc. ? Because it is distinctly against 
the law of Indiana, and against the 
public good. li you make the Lord's 
day a day for public amusements, you 
at once run it into a day of common 
labor, and when it becomes a secular 
day, the working man has to work 
seven days in the week for six days 
pay. 
la France and in Germany and 
Austria ihe working men are demand- 
ing that Sunday labor in factories shall 
be prohibited by ^w. 


"The socialistic labor party, formed 
at Gotha, in Germany, in 1^75. made it 
one of its forenioiit demands that the 
state should prohibit Sunday labor." 


Let us have, he said, no more jury- 
men who stultify themfielves, like the 
jury of last Thursday; let good citizens 
and Christian people stand 
together 
and express their conviotions; let the 
public officials,'Whi^e faworn duty it is 
to enforce the law, understand that 
they receive the contempt of all good 
men in their Bubeervienoy to the ele 
menta of the community, and a brighter 
day will dawn upon our city.

age Landor was attracted by her talent 
when she was a slip of a girl and he at 
once assumed her tutelage.

She also met 
the Brownings there, and, from all 
sources ireceived impressions 
which 
helped to put her into the midst of the 
brightest critics and literature makers 
in the country. 


This was, however, not the only way 
in which she became distinguished. She 
was a lecturer of note and ability, a 
politician of the shrewdest and best 
type, a philanthropist, an editor, a 
leader in a half-dozen ways, the bril- 
liancy of any one of which would have 
made her name a monument among 
the most brilliant of American women. 


Her life in Washington was of his- 
torical moment. She labored there for 
years in an effort to establish a paper, 
which she called Kate Field's Wash- 
ington—a manner of free lance which 
was nothing more and nothing less 
than Kate Field. 
She used the col- 
umns for the furtherance of views' 
which were sometimes radical, but al- 
ways in favor of the greater good of 
the people. It cost plenty of money to 
keep the plant going, and, after a long, 
hard, conscientious fight, she was com- 
pelled to give up the enterprise. 
She 
even went upon the lecture platform 
to get money for the paper, but the 
strain was finally more than she could 
stand. She paid every cent of the in- 
debtedness in tóme and never lost tra^k 
of the very humblest assistant on the 


KATE FIELD, 
paper until she had secured for each 
and all new positions. 


It was during this eventful period 
she began the crusade for free art. She 
labored with the house committee to 
have importations of this kind placed 
upon the free list that the collectors of 
her country might not be embarrassed 
in trying to establish worthy galleries 
in this land. Major McKinley listened 
to her eloquence, as did the balance of 
the house committee. 
The major re- 
commended the granting of the re- 
quest. She then moved with great glee 
to the senate, but did not meet with 
the same success in the upper house. 
Art was inserted in the bill as a dutible 
product, but she never gave up the 
fight. She argued that it went there 
only as a compmniise, which was in 
itself a half 
to iic.i- inind, 


that it had no right there. 


Miss Field urged a vigorous crusade 
against potygamy. 
She has probably 
spoken in every large city in the union 
against this evil, and was a perfect 
encyclopedia of facts in reflation to it. 
She went to Utah long, ago to study 
the institutions existing there, and 
then wrote about them with a fierce- 
ness that did most effective service. 
She stopped in Salt Lake City while on 
her way to the Hawaiian Islands, and

Miss Field had her own views about 
the position of her sex. She believed 
herself equal to the task of mind whlcn 
might be the lot of man. 
One of her 
memorable editorials is very plain 
upon this point, and ran as follows: 


If it so happens that a good deal is 
said in its columns about women, it 
is because women are an interesting 
study; not because they are angels in 
the pin-feather stage on one hand, or 
poor crushed worms on the other, waitr 
ing for somebody to turn them. Wom- 
an is a human being, seeking, like 
man, to find her level. 
Next to shut- 
ting her out of occupations and enjoy- 
ments for which nature has manifestly 
fitted her, simply because she is a 
woman, the worst thing you can do for 
her is to pat her on the head for her 
success, 
simply 
because 
she 
is 
a 
%oman. The sensible course is to treat 
•her just as you would a man. 
Some 
things she can do better, some she 
does worse. 
Don't praise her second- 
rate work any more than you would 
treat conspicuously that which is first- 
rate. All she needs is a fair field~^nd 
no favor. Anyone who demands more 
than that of her is her" enemy rather 
than her friend."

APTAIN FRANCIS 
Martin, U .S. N., 
whose home Is in 
Detroit, Mich., has 
enjoyed much local 
distinction as one 
•who was present at 
the funeral of Na- 
poleon 
Bonaparte, 
on the Island O'f St. 
Helena. 
This may 
be a strange sort 
of fame, hut there Is always a peculiar 
interest attached to those who have 
come into contact however remotely— 
with the genius that has fascinated a 
world. 
An illustration 
of 
this has 
been found in an old gravej-^ard at 
Fredericksburg, Va., where these lines 
are engraved on a tombstone: 
Here Lies a Bearer of the Pall 
At the Funeral 


0Î Shakespeare. 
Caiptaln Martin's account of Bona- 
parte's funeral and the tragic circum- 
stances surrounding which lent it em- 
bellishment is graphic and interesting, 
as he remembers the occasion as if it 
were but yesterday, when he was a 
youth of twenty-one. 


Although now in his 
ninth-sixth 
year, the captain is a hale and hearty 
man, his only affliction being a slight 
deafness. He resides with his family, 
consisting of a wife and daughter, on 
First street, where he owns a charm- 
ing home. 
A great many people call 
to see him, but he is not always at 
home, his mornings being spent at the 
public library, where he reads 
the 
newspapers and magazines, I was for- 
tunate enough to find him In his own 
pleasant reading-room, his agreeable 
wife beside him, and his pet pug, Rosa, 
on his knee. 
Histories of Napoleon 
surmounted by a bust of the emperor, 
were on his table, and I felt no hesi- 
tancy in making known my errand, 
with such encouragement. 


"Tell me about the funeral of Na- 
poleon," I said, dashing bravely into 
my subject. 


"S-h-l-p a-h-o-y!" said the captain, 
making his hand into a speaking trum- 
pet, and he launched into his story at 
once. 
"I was blown to the island of 
St. Helena and kept there by such a 
gale as you never saw, for the wind 
blows great guns in those latitudes. I 
was only a boy then, just turned 21, 
and the second mate of the Friendship, 
an American vessel bound from Java 
to Rotterdam. 
We stopped at the is- 
land of St. Helena for wood and water, 
it being a common stopping place for 
vessels sailing that way. The English 
owned the island and we run up the

Recently at Jamaica, Long Island, 
was unveiled the statue of "Victory," 
designed fOT the Soldiers' and Sailors' 


THE STATUE OP VICTORY. 
Monument by Fred Ruckstuhl, the St. 
Louis artist. By many art critics this 
is considered one of his best efforts. 
The monument will be placed in a cir- 
cular terrace, thirty feet In diameter. 
The pedestal is of granite, eleven feet 
high, on which will be placed 
the 
bronze statue of "Victory," measuring 
ten feet high to the top of the wings. 
On the base of the pedestal, In large 
Roman letters will appear the dates, 
1861-1865." Upon a bronze plaque will 
be engraved the inscription.. 


Mr. Ruckstuhl has chosen, for his 
model a purely American type of wom- 
an, young, graceful and athletic, poised 
as if she had just alighted upon the 
earth, bearing in one hand the palin of 
glory and in the other the wreath of 
immortality. With lips slightly parted 
and eyes and face radiant with a feel- 
ing of mingled benevolence and tri- 
umph, she seems to be filling with 
pleasure and pride the hearts of the 
surviving comrades, while she bestows 
the well-earned insignia of glory and 
immortality upon the dead. The whole 
statue is instiiwt with life, while pre- 
serving the reposeful lines which char- 
acterize all good statuary. 
The work 
is conceived upon a lofty plane, and 
executeid with boldness and artistic 
skill. The reproduction of the statue, 
is from a private photographer taken 
as it stood in the sculptor's studio.

anchored In the harbor. So you see it 
was quite by accident I happened to at- 
tend the funeral of the emperor. All in 
our service were sorry for the unhappy 
fate of the brave Frenchman, and be- 
lieved that he should have been a 
prisoner of war and not a captive, ex- 
iled under such cruel conditions. 
I 
joined the little company of French 
and English soldiers, who had gathered 
at the spot which Napoleon himself had 
selected for his grave under the shade 
of a willow, and listened with rever- 
ence to the prayers read in an un- 
known tongue, the whole scene mak- 
ing the greatest impression upon my 
youthful mind. 
I remember that men 
and women wept at Napoleon's fun- 
eral. 
The men were his French sol- 
diers, and among the women was Mme. 
Bertrand, his last nurse, and the wives 
of some English officers, who recog- 
nized his claim on their sympathies at 
the last moment. There was much of 
military pomp and splendor at 
the 
services, or it appeared such to Ameri- 
can eyes of that period. Mounted sol- 
diers, a company of grenadiers, and the 
emperor's own attaches were all pres- 
ent in full uniform. A military cloak 


that I was told he had worn at Marengo 
was spread over his bier. The firing of 
cannon was 
incessant, 
five 
rounds 
being discharged every minute. 
The 
English troops could not conceal their 
joy at this ending of Napoleon's cap- 
tivity, for it assured their return home 
from a protracted stay in an unhealthy 
place. When the troops left the grave 
after firing over it the customary three 
volleys, the music instantly changed 
from a dirge to a quickstep character- 
istic of the feeling of relief among the 
island population. Is it surprising that 
the scene on that lonely prison site 
made a permanent impression on my 
youthful memory, or tKat I always iis- 
sociate myself with the event? I felt 
happy over the unfortunate emperor's 
final home coming 
to 
his 
beloved 
France. My son was in Paris and at- 
tended the ceremonies of the second 
burial, but I do not believe that in all 
their pomp and 
magnificence, they 
equaled in grandeur that lonely island 
ceremony which gave him his first 
resting place.

mile each, and with 285.000 square feet 
o* floor room. 
The huge proportions 
can be best uoderatocd from the fact 
that a foot ball game will be played in 
this hall next Thankpgiving day, and a 
quarter mile bicycle track is to be put 
in when the convention is over. 


The most striking feature of the dec- 
oration of the hail was that portraits of 
the seven democratic presidents, Jef-

When at last the 
entrances were thrown open the dele- 
gates and crowds poured through them 
in black sTi.reams, which separated and 
ran in rivulet^a through the wilderness 
of seats and filled them rapidly.

CHICAOO, July 7.—All roads lead to 
the Coliseum today, where at 12 o'clock 
Chairman Harrity calls to order the 
democratic national convention. 
The 
vast structure is appropriately named 
after that where the Roman gladiators 
contended, for this is a battle royal 
which promises to add a memorable 
chapter to American political history. 


The day opened clear and oool. 
The 
wind hady veered to the north and 
came with a freshness which covered 
the lake with white caps and sent the 
spray dashing over the brt akwater. 
It 
is a day when small craft hug tie 
shore, and this means comfort for tie 
thousands who are turned toward tbe 
Coliseum. 


Tbe Bcene of action took a tudden 
shift during the morning. 
Early in 
the day the down town centers bad a 
repetition of the excitement and con- 
fusion marking the last few days. 
The 
marching clubs, with their bands and 
ehouters, were making a last; convulsive 
damonstration before attention 
was 
directed to the serious work within the 
convention hall. 
By 9 o'clock the 
crowds were beginning to converge at 
the depots and by 10 they were in full 
motion, taking the subutban trains of 
the liUnois Central railroad, the ele- 
vated cars and the elfctric lines. 


The ride by rail is but twelve minutes 
from the heart of the city, along a 
stretch of lake front, and the other 
means of conveyance take but little 
longer. 
It is the same complete system 
9«hich accomplished the feat of carrying 
750 000 people safely to the world's fair 
on Chicago day eo that it is not over 
taxed today in landing the 15 000 who 
will be within the hall and the overflow 
thousands without. 


The ecene in front of the convention 
hall was one of great animation. 
A 
steady line of trains emptied their loads 
into the narrow street which leads to 
the hall. 
It was not an inviting ap- 
proach, as the street is lined with small 
stores, and overhead the tracks of the 
elevated road makes a root for half the 
street. 
Through this narrow roofed 
thoroughfare the crowds pushed and 
struggled, as dense in the middle of 
the street as on the sidewalks, extend- 
ing a square for either side of the main 
entrances. 
The clubs and shouters, 
with their bands, came early, and with 
them mingled a swarm of fakirs shout- 
ing their badges and buttons. 
Out of 
it all rose a din and confusion not 
unlike Lew Wallace's I)icture of the 
Ifarket Place in Jerusalem. 


There was but little exterior adorn- 
ment to the big convention building. 
Bunting was draped above the lobby 
entrance and flags were flying at all 
available points, but the structure is so 
vast as to defy elaborate adornment. 
It covers five and one-half acres, and is 
eaid to be the 
largest 
permanent 
amusement and exhibition building in 
the world. 
This being its first use for 
convention purposes it was scanned 
critically by the delegates, and the 
verdict was universally favorable to 
the energy of John T. Dickinson who 
had brought it into existence, 
in- 
stead of the rough board wigwam which 
greeted them four years ago, the dele- 
gates found a subs-tantial building of 
graceful proportions, built of Milwau- 
kee buft brick with light stone trim- 
mings, with all the equipments neces- 
sary for a great gathering. 


S«rgeant at arms Martin was on hand 
at an early hour with his staff of 600 
assistant sergeant-at arms doorkeepers 
and pages, who were admitted to the 
buildicg while the crowd clamored 
outside. 
At 10 o'clock the doors were 
opened and the wild rush for admission 
began. 
It was not until within the 
building that its full eize became ap- 
parent. 
Everything was on the mam- 
moth order even in the decorations. 
From the lobby the crowds 'entered an 
enormous enclosure, free of seats and 
serving as a common ground for delega- 
tions to greet each other before entering 
the convention hall 
beyond. 
This 
outer enclosure is a third of the build- 
ing, which was too large in its entirety 
for the convention. 
On one side ran 
rows of offices for newspapers and on 
the other side a restaurant stretched 
100 feet, promising refreshments in 
case of protractedi siege. 
Even the 
detail of a postoffice had not been for- 
gotten, and Postmaster Hesing had in 
operation a well equipped branch office 
to handle mail for delegates. 


There was good naturtd raillery at 
some of the signs liberally distributed 
to secure decorum. 
One of these read: 
"Good order and decorum is expected 
of every guest. 
John S. Jlartin, ser- 
eeant at arms." 
In another the ser- 
geant at arms positively prohibited 
smoking. 


The most mamruoth decoration in 
the outer ball was an American flae, 
which Decorator Dynes Bpoke of with 
pride ai the la.fg'si fl'g oi any countrj

ferson, Jackson, 
VanBuren, 
Polk, 
Tyler, Buchanan and Cleveland, done 
in heroic siza, and arranged above the 
desk of the chairman, looking down on 
the delegates. 
That of Mr. Cleveland 
was in the middle, with the fathers of 
democracy on either side. It was taken 
from his early pictures, before the 
rugged lines had made their appear- 
ance. 
Above these rose a mammoth 
reproduction 
of 
the 
American 
eagle, 
with 
the 
shield 
of 
the 
United 
States 
in 
its 
talons. 
Further up the great steel 
girders which span the building were 
wound with bunting, and from between 
them hung myriads of flags and semi- 
circular rosettes. 
The platform and 
presiding officer'id desk were tastefully 
decorated with bunting and festoons 
of evergreen, with a backing of large 
palm treea. 
Flanking the chairman, 
on either side, ran the press seats, four 
deep, encircling the entire front and 
sides of the area reserved for the dele- 
gates. 
Back of the chairman were 
many tiers of 
comfortable 
theater 
chairs reserved for the distinguished 
guests, about four hundred in number, 
and for the honorary vice presidents 
and secretaries. 
At either end of the 
hall rose tier above tier of seats for 
the spectators, and above these the two 
galleries. 


As the delegates entered the hall 
they were greeted by the usual pen- 
nants bearing the named of states, to 
locate the seats of delegations. 
The 
pennants obstructed the view, and in- 
stead of them each state's location wa^ 
marked by an upright staff, with the 
name of the state arranged perpendicu 
larly on each of its three faces, so as to 
be seen from all directions and yet ñot 
to obstruct the view. 
Michigan had 
drawn the point of vantage, on the 
front seats, immediately before the 
chairman's desk. 
Back of them came 
Minnesota, and then Mississippi, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, 
"Now 
Jersey 
and 
others. 
New York was to the left and 
in the rear. 
It was not a choice loca- 
tion from which the expected protests 
of the gold forces could be 
mado 
effectively. 
Massachusetts 
occupied 
the front seats to the right and Penn- 
sylvania to the left. 
Indiana was far 
in the rear. The locations had been 
made alphabetically and with strict 
impartiality and Alaska was better off 
than New York. 


It was the general feeling that the 
day might bring interesting develop- 
ments, although the opening conven- 
tion day is usually one of formalities. 
The outlook, however, was (or a etrug- 
gle from tbe start, an early test of 
strength, and possibly execution of the 
vague threats that have been made to 
leave the bull under certain circum 
stances. 
The eentiment uhat participa- 
tion 
in a convention bound those 
present, led to the belief that it there 
were any withdrawals they would come 
early. 
Thecla^h between Senator Hill 
and Senator Daniel over the teroporary 
chairmansnip was awaited with eager 
interest. 
It was a strange coincidence, 
showing the shi'is of politic?, that four 
years ago when the democratic conven- 
tion met here Senator Daniel was the 
one to place Senator Rill in nomination 
for the presidency. 
Among the presi- 
dential candidates the most that could 
be said was that Bland maintained the 
lead, but it was not one commanding a 
certain majority, much less a two thirds 
vote, and the delegates looked for 
deadlocks and dark horses. 


Tbe gatheriflg thousands beseiged 
the entrance and pouuded vainly for 
admission to the i\crea of seats, which 
stretched away i.o evfry direction in 
the vast airy collseuai, until half an 
hour before neon. 
Even the delegates 
were prevt.ntcd irom entering. 
Gov- 
ernor Altgfcld, fat the head of the 
Illinois delegation, appror.ohed a burly 
•poiicoman who guarded ote of the 
doors. 
Even l.hrealB iailed to shako 
the sturdy official, who was under Hon- 
clad ordeiB from the BerfiOi^nt al-ftx-rus. 
ihi-rewAs aim^;8t a liot amoag the 


and good naturedly, seemingly cool 
and unruffled as he surveyed the field 
and confronted the first clash of the 
battle which was so uoon to begin. 
Governor Altgsld came ovb* and held 
an earnest consultation with the leader 
of the silver forces. 
Senator Cockrell, 
of Missouri, one of the managers of the 
Bland boom, who looks like an ani- 
mated Uncle Sam and v/ho is affection- 
ately known in his own state as "Old 
Garden Sase, the poorest man in the 
United States senate," with his col- 
league, Senator White, of California, 
were the next prominent arrivals. 


Senator Harris, the fiimous Tennessee 
octogenarian, wno rules the senate with 
a rod of iron, and who has been the 
most conspicuous man in Tennessee 
for forty years, came in hot and per- 
spiring from his tussel with the min- 
ions of the law at the entrance. 


At 11:50 one of the Bland bands 
entered the south entrance playing 
"Dixie." 
This caused the first burst of 
enthusiasm and the air was greeted 
with a whirl of cheers. 


When the air was shifted to "Co- 
lumbia,'' the huzzis were 
renewed. 
The pit rapidly filled, but it was gener- 
ally remarked that the eastern gold 
delegates were extremely slow in arriv- 
ing. 
It was just noon when the first 
Empire state delegate took his seat in 
the persons of Frederic R. Coudert and 
ex-Mayor Grant, a combination of re- 
form and Tammany democrats. 


Among the silver republican and 
populist leaders who were in places of 
advantage to watch the course of pro- 
ceedings was Jerry Simpson, the sage 
Medicine Lodge. 
Ths large number 
of ladies present was very noticeable. 
Their bright dress added color to the 
brilliancy of the animated Ecene which 
stretched 
away from the speaker's 
platform. 
An enthusiastic Boies man 
man carried a boies banner through 
the aisles in the delegates pit, but there 
was not an answer to this suggestion 
for a demonstration in favor of the 
Iowa candidate. 


Shotly after 12 Mr. Whitney and Mr. 
Hill walked up the center aisle, fol- 
lowed by most of the New York dele- 
gation, but the great Empire state 
delegation which is usually received 
with salvoa of cheers in a democratic 
convention took their places in silence. 


Governor Russell and the Massachu- 
setts delegation, in which was George 
Fred Williams, the free silver defender, 
followed, and like the New York con- 
tingsnt, did not raise a cry. 
Oning to 
the proportions of the hall, it is prob- 
able that the leaders were not recog 
nized. 


The members of the natiocal com- 
mittee and the diaticguished guests 
took possession of the platform early. 
The most conspicuous ol the latter was 
Senator Stewart, of Nevada, whose long 
white patriaTchial biiard made Iiim 
easily recognizable to those who were 
msde familiar with his face in the 
illustrated ptpars. 
Dr Everett, of Bos- 
ton, the floa of Edward Everett, who 
turned his back on the republican 
party when Cleveland was first nomi- 
nated in this city, was also x^rc^sent. 
He has announced his intention to 
bolt, so that the limit o^ his connection 
with the democratic party ie already 
fixed.

Blaine Was for Sliver. 


The position of James G. Blaioe on 
the money question has been the sub 
jectot much inquiry 
of late, and 
a 
Cincinnati 
Post 
representative 
has 
succeeded in finding out what he said 
on that subject in the United 
States 
senate in 
1880. 
Below we 
give 
the 
exact language used by Mr. Blaine: 


' On the much vexed and long moot: 
ed question as to bimetallic and mdho- 
metallic standards my own views are 
sufficiently indicated in the remarks I 
have made. 
I 
believe the 
struggle 
now going on in this country and other 
countries for a single gold standard 
would, 
if 
Euccessful, 
produce 
wide- 
spread disaster in and throughout the 
commercial world. 
The 
destiuotion 
of silver as money, and establishing 
gold as the sole unit of value, must 
have a ruinous effect on all forms of 
property 
except 
those 
investments 
which yield a fixed return in money. 
Those would be enormously enhanced 
in value and would give a dispropor- 
tionate and 
unfair 
advantage 
over 
every other species of property. 
If, as 
the most reliable statistics affirm,'there 
are nearly 17,000,000,000 of coin 
or 
bullion in 
the 
world, very 
equally 
divided between gold and silver, it is 
impossible 
to strike silver out of exis- 
tence as money 
without results that 
will prove distressiBg to millions and 
utterly disastroufi to tens of thousands 
"I believe gold and silver to be the 
money of the constitution; indeed, the 
money of the Americsn 
people 
ante- 
rior to the constitution, which 
the 
great organic law recognized as quite 
independent of its own existence. 


"No power was conferred on congress 
to declare either metal should not be 
money. 
Congress has, therefore, in my 
judgment, 
no power to 
demonetize 
either. 
If, therefore, silver has 
been 
demonetized, I am in favor of remone- 
tizing it 
If its coinage has been pro- 
hibited, I am in favor of having it 
resumed. 
I am in favor of having it 
enlarged."

HUNDREDS OF VICTIMS. 


Amelia Dyer, 


Baby Farmer 


and Strangler. 


Not since tho torriblo murders In White- 
chapel has Loiicion been so shockcd and 
Intorestod as It has been during tho last 
few weeks by tho wholosalo murder of in- 
fant children for which Amelia Dyer Is 
now awaitinfi trial. 


A coroner's jury found the woman guilty 
of willful murder somo days ago. 
Thero 
is overwhelming evidence conuccting her 
with tho murder of several children, who 
wero strangled and thrown 
into 
tho 
Thames, after weights had been attached 
to their bodies, and tho woman has practi- 
cally confessed her guilt. 


^ t h o police arc justiflod in assuming— 
as ihey dc—that many of the children 
whose bodies have been taken from tho 
rivor, or who are still mysteriously miss- 
ing, mot death at tho hands of tho notori- 
ous baby farmer or her accomplices, tho 
woman is a miirdere.ss hundreds of times 
over and stands in tho front rank of the 
uniquo criminals of the ago. 


Tho woman murdered for gain prima- 
rily, but there is in the history of her crimes 
a suggestion that she wasinlovo with tho 
appalling work which made her rich, and 
so found double pleasure in the wholesale 
disposal of her victims. 


While no correct oatimatoof tho number 
of babies shn killed can yet be made, be- 
cause tho inhuman parents who bargained 
with tho baby farmer aro naturally anx- 
ious to conceal their guilt, the police be- 
lieve that her victims will bo numbered 
by hundreds. 


Tho polico havo succeeded in securing 
tha evidence of several mothers, among 
them being Evelina Edith Marnon. 


When arrested, Mrs. Dyer was living at 
45 Kensington road, Reading. Reading is 
a borough about 88 miles to the southwest 
of London, situated on the Kennet river, 
near its junction with the Thames. 
Mrs. 
Dyer was generally reputed to be very 
pious. 
Over tho door of her home was a 
figure 
of Christ, beneath which was the 
inscription, ''Suffer little children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not, for of such 
is the kingdom of heaven." 


Alas! The little children who were suf- 
fered to como to this terrible old ogre found 
their way only too soon to tho kingdom of 
heaven. 


lb has been proved that since Christmas 
20 children were intrusted to Mrs. Dyer's 
keeping and that only 4 aro living. 
The 
others have vanished. 
Prior to Christmas 
many othor children who had been placed 
in her charge disappeared. 


Mrs. Dyer was first charged with the 
murder of an unknown female ohild, 16 
months old, whose body was found 
float- 
ing in the Thames. The date of this mur- 
der was believed to bo about March SO. 


An autopsy proved that death was due 
, to strangulation, and on a piece of paper 
found in the parcel in which the child was 
wrapped was discovered an address which 
led the police to Mrs. Dyer's place in Caver- 
sham. From there she was traced to Ken- 
sington road. 


As soon as Mrs. Dyer was safe in cus- 
tody tho Thames, near Caversham weir, 
close by Beading, was dragged. 
Another 
body was found, with a pieco of tape tied 
about the neck, and a little later a bag 
containing the bodies of two Infants and 
some bricks was fished up. 
In the River 
Kennet, at Reading, still another body was 
recovered. In every case an autopsy proved 
that the infant had been strangled before 
it was thrown into the water. 


Evelina Edith Marnon, a single woman, 
V?ho lived in Cheltenham, testified that she 
answered an advertisement relating to the 
adoption of a baby; which she saw in a 
Bristol newspaper in February. 
The ad- 
vertisement was 
signed 
"Mrs. 
Scott," 
whose address was 45 Kensington road, 
Oxford road, Beading. 
She received the 
following reply under date of March 20: 


Dbar Madam—In reference to your letter 
as to the adoption of a child. I "write to say 
should be glad to have a dear little baby girl, 
one I could bring np and call my own. First 
I must tell you that we are plain, honest, 
homely people, in fairly good ciroumstanoea. 
We live in our own bouse and have a good and 
comfortable home. We are out in the country 
and sometimes I am alone a great deal. 


I don't want a child for money's sake, but 
for company and as a home comfort. I have 
no children of my own, and a child with me 
will have a good home and a mother's care. 
We belong to the Church of England, and, al- 
though I wan^t to bring tho child up as my 
own, I would not mind the mother coming to 
Bee it at any time. 


It is always a satisfaction to a mother to 
know that her child is goiijg on all right. I 
only hope that we come to terms. I should be 
glad to have the baby as soon as possible. 


If I could come for her at once, I would not 
mind paying my fare one way. I should break 
my iourney to Cheltenham at Gloucester, 
where I have a friend. Kindly let me have an 
early reply. I can give you good references 
and any questions you may care to ask I shall 
be glad to answer. I am, yours respectfully, 
A. Harding. 


She wrote in turn, asking for full par- 
ticulars and saying that if she parted with 
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her ohild she certainly would wish to visit 
It. 
She asked also about terms, and on 
March 25 she received the following; 


My Dear Madam—Your letter just to hand, 
and I shall only be too pleased for yourself or 
any f.»;nds to come and soe baby and us. Wo 
don't have many visitors out hero in the coun- 
try. I should really like you to know that the • 
pretty child was with somo one who would 
really care for her, and you would fuel more 
comfortablo I know. I promise you faithfully 
that if you will send her to inc I will do moth- 
er's duty for hor and bring her tip ;ih my 
own. 
When you como afterward, you will see I have 
done my duty. Dear child 1 I shall only be too 
glad to have hor, and I will take her entirely 
for £10. She shall be no further expense to 
you. I am, yours ever faithfully, 


A. Harding. 
True to her promise, Mrs. Dyer "took 
her entirely." That meant that the singlo 
woman was not to bo troubled in after life 
by specters of the past. 
Mrs. Harding, or

There 
was a mark .•U)I)UT HID neck wiiero a tapo 
hail boon knoi tiul liythe JK TKÜII who stran- 
gled it. Tho bag in which the bodies wero 
found the witne.ss identillod as one which 
Mrs, Dyer, or Harding, iiad carried on the 
day sho called for tho child. 


The polico discovered in i)awnshops and 
In Mrs. 
Dyer'.s liouse more than 
300 
pound.s of baby clothes, which had been 
stripped from hor victims. 


Mi.ss M;irnon'.s exjjcricnco was like that 
of nu'.ny other mothers. 
Tho woman set 
her trap for women who givo birth tochll- 
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aren iney aarea not acKnowieage, Dul 
which thoy were not wicked enough to 
murder outright. 


She wrote always In tho vein of a kind- 
ly, lonely Christian woman, and as a rule 
her reward was $50 and the clothes of thd 
child, to which she proml.sed to be a 
mother, and which she usually dispatched 
as soon as it was In her clutches. She was 
bold to the point of madness in disposing 
of the bodies, and it is that among other 
things which suggests an abnormal men- 
tal development which enabled her to grat- 
ify a desiro to kill as well as a wish to 
grow rich by her fiendish occupation. 


Mrs. Dyer has been accused of child 
murder four times during her life, but on 
previous occasions proof was wanting. 


HORRORS OF THIRST. 


Experience of a Man Who Nearly Died 
For Want of Water. 


Persons who havo lived for several days 
in dry, sandy deserts without a drop of 
water to drink, and who have finally be- 
come delirious and lay down to die, but 
who were afterward rescued and slowly 
nursed back to life and health, have told 
some graphic stories of the horrors of such 
a situation. 
Charles F. Millard, leader of 
the Millard exploring expedition into the 
Cocopah desert in 1894, gives his experi- 
ence as follows: 


"After the ordinary sensations of thirst 
my tongue began to swell, and the most 
intolerable feeling of pain came over me 
whenever anything came in oontact with 
or even touched my body. 
Where my 
clothes rubbed mo at tho neck, waistbands 
and cuffs seemed like rasps of redhot 
metal, and I was seized with an irresistible 
desire to throw t,hem off to the last stitch. 


' ' I argued with myself continually, try- 
ing to reason that I must keep my clothes 
on, knowing that their removal meant 
death in that awful glare of sunshine, yet 
I would often find myself unconsciously 
tearing at them 
like a madman. 
The 
anost intense mental anguish also accom- 
panied this feeling of bodily discomfort. 
I would walk in my delirium and dream 
and 
think of nothing 
but water. 
My 
tongue swelled until it filled my mouth 
like a great dry sponge. 
I could not talk, 
but am sure that if I could I should havo 
cursed the cool looking little lakes which 
the desert air often presented in mirages 
before me. 
Finally, on tho evening pf the 
tliird day, I felt that I was either going 
mad or dying. 
Some of the others were 
standing the ordeal bettor than I and were 
making every effort to reach tho Flowing 
Wells before we all perished. 
No man 
who has died of thirst ever suffered more 
than I did. 


" I was on the very brink of the grave 
and had even reached that stage where 
there is no more pain. 
Objects took upon 
themselves grotesque shapes, 
and 
the 
sounds of tho wagon wheels in tho sand 
appeared as if the noiso was miles away. 
At last all was oblivion. 
When tho train 
readied the Flowing Well.s, they gave me 
water, but I knew nothing of it. 
For 
weeks I was in a delirium, but finally re- 
covered, and hope to never again havo sucli 
ao experience." 


Be Croased the Shah's Path. 


Some four years ago, in Teheran, an 
English sailor was caught in tho act of 
carrying off some precious stones from the 
shah's palace. 
The thief was brought be- 
foro tho "king of kings," who swore that 
the next time tho sailor crossed his path 
he would at once put him to death. 
It is 
a curious fact that this very sailor was 
crossing the street when tlie shah was 
driving in Berlin, now somo years ago, 
and was knocked down and instantly 
killed. 


SOCIETY GIEL AS 
A BURGLAR 


One of the most romarkabla oases ever 
brought to light in a polico court made a 
great sensation in New York recently, 
Georgia Brock, 21 years old, and her sister 
Florence, who is only 13 years old, were 
arraigned for burglary and held In ¿1,000 
bail for tho grand jury. 


The prisoners are daughters of Henry 
Brook, a wealthy business man, and are 
charged with entering 
two houses and 
stealing silks and dresses valued at eeveral 
thousand dollars. 


The eldet of the two girls is a tall, slim 
brunette of prepossessing appearance. She 
is said to be highly educated, possessed of 
many accomplishments and a g»5od pianist. 
It is reported that sho is engaged to be 
married to E. W. Bobinson, a young man 
of good social standing in Elmira. 


A short time ago B. Parkman Trow- 
bridge of 331 Wfist Seventy-first street com- 
plained to the polico that his house had

Detective McXaught made an inspection 
of Mr. Trowbridge's house. 
Ho found

her or his purpose. 
Sue reaaiiy gave IillB 
permission to search the house, never en- 
tertaining the faintest suspicion that her 
daughters could be implicated in a theft. 
The servants were sent for and ordered to 
produce all their shoes. The detective fail- 
ed to match the footprints of any of them. 
While engaged in the investigation Miss 
Georgia Brock entered tho room and ox- 
pressed surpri.se that tho servants should 
be suspected of having stolen anything. 


"Our servants aro honest," sho said, 
"and came to us with the best of refer- 
ences. 
It Is impossible that they should 
steal." 


Miss Georgia at the time, wore a pair of 
high heeled shoes, which attracted the at- 
tention of MoNaught, who was on the look- 
out for a woman's shoe that would fit the 
footprints over the roofs that he had traced 
to the Brock home. 
The detective asked 
Miss Brock to let him see one of her shoes. 
She did so and was not at all diconcerted 
or angry when he fitted the shoe to one of 
the footprints. 


Meanwhile the detective had found in 
this room a few pieces of tissue paper which 
looked to him like the paper that is used 
by dressmakers in packing undergarments. 
He felt certain then that he was on the 
right track. 


When he called on Mr, Trowbridge to 
inform him of his progress on the case, the 
latter told the deteotlveihat while he (tho 
detective) was in the Brock house an ex- 
press wagon had driven up to the door and 
had taken away a trunk. 
The wagon be- 
longed to Westcott's express and was num- 
bered 67. 
Detective MoNaught went to 
the express company and found that the 
wagon had delivered the trunk at the Co- 
lumbia storage warehouse. He then wont 
to the warehouse and had an interview 
with Manager Saul, to whom he told his 
story. 


Mr. Saul said that a trunk answering 
the description which he had given had 
been left there the night before by a pe- 
culiar looking young woman, who had 
given the name of E. W. Robinson. 
The 
detective sent for Mr. and Mrs. Trow- 
bridge. 
While the three were talking to 
Mr. Saul, Miss Georgia Brook oame in 
and said quite unconcernedly: 


"The goods you want are in that trunk. 
I put them in storage last night, and here 
is the key," at the same time handing 
over the key to the detective. 


The trunk was opened, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Trowbridge recognized their goods, 
along with a number of other articles of 
wearing appareh 


The only explanation which she offered 
was that her sister Florence was Incorrigi- 
ble, and that she was very anxious to 
"play theater and circus" and 
wanted 
fancy costumes. 
When she found what 
Florence had done, her first Impulse was 
to shield her until she could have an op- 
portunity to restore the stolen goods. 


Both sisters were then put under arrest. 
Florence admitted that not only had the 
Trowbridges been robbed, but that the 
house of Mrs. Richard Muser, 848 West 
Seventy-first street, had been entered and 
several dresses taken. 
When the police 
heard this, they sent for Mrs. Muser, who 
is the widow of a wealthy lace merchant. 
She identified among the goods at the sta- 
tion house which were taken out of the 
trunk as belonging to her three silk dresses 
and a quantity of other silks, ribbons and 
eatina valued altogether at $2,000. 


The only comment Miss Georgia made 
upon the proceedings was that her fianco 
would make good any losses which had 
been suffered by her neighbors. 
The girls 
did not appear to realize the gravity of tho 
charge against them.

F o r m e r F o r t W a y n e Citizen E x - 
pires Suddenly.

Tijtei news of the death of Grover J. 
Blftttiwn, which occuTted on hia farm 
near Sylvania^ 
Ohio, last Thursday 
evenihg, reached this city this morning 
and ppread rapidly in railway circles. 
Mir. Mattoon had been ailirg with a 
malady which the local physician at 
Sylvania pronounced a slight attack of 
inflammation of the bowels, and waa 
about attending 
to his farm work 
until Thursday morning. 
Then he was 
taken much worse and a Toledo physi- 
oian was called in consultation and he 
pronounced the disease appendicitis. 
From that moment there was « steady 
decline and at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon death came to the relief of the 
sufierer. 


Ororer Mattooa was a locomotive 
engineer and from September, IS62, to 
July, 1894 he was employed on the 
Wabdsh road, most of the time in the 
passenger service. 
For twenty years 
he was a resident of this city and lived 
on Baker street 
When this 
city 
oeaaed 'to be a division point, it became 
necessary for Mr. Mattoon to 
live 
either in Toledo or Andrews and he 
ohose the former place 
During the 
American Itailway union troubles he 
lost his position, although not taking 
any part in the strike, and shortly 
afterwards moved upon hi<s farm, six 
miles out from Toledo and near the 
little villafie of Sylvania. 
There he 
lived quietly up to the time of his fatal 
illnest 
The remains were interred in 
the village cemetery Saturday morn- 
ing.

CHICAGO, July 6,—Only a few hours

will last them into tho 1900's. It may 
be mentioned that tho Liberal govern- 
ment which will assume the reins favors 
a liberal trade policy toward tho United 
States with reciprocity.

Tne two thirds rule which is now in 


force in the democratic national con- 
vention for the nomination of a candi- 
date for president was enacted in the 
era of slavery controversy as a pledge 
o the south that no candidate would 


>e nominated in the face cf its united 
opposition. It worked very badly in 
giving the party a very poor candidate, 
and the country a very poor president 
in. Franklin Pierce, who was nominated 
in 1852, after the choice of any known 
and able man was despaired of. It wes 
again used by Mr. Yancey and his fac- 
tion in I860, to prevent the nomination 
of Mr. Douglas, and thus to insure the 
division of the party and of the union. 
It forced the party to put up with an 
unwilling and unsatisfactory candidate 
in Governor Seymour in 1868, when the 
rule prevented a selection which would 
have put far more energy into the cam- 
paign. The time has come (or its repeal 
and the selection of a candidate by a 
mn.iority vote, as is the caie in other 
conventions of the party.

She 
was a lecturer of note and ability, a 
politician of the shrewdest and best 
type, a philanthropist, an editor, a 
leader in a half-dozen ways, the bril- 
liancy of any one of which would have 
made her name a monument among 
the most brilliant of American women. 


Her life in Washington was of his- 


torical moment. She labored there for 
years in an effort to establish a paper, 
which she called Kate Field's Wash- 
ington—a manner of free lance which 
was nothing more and nothing lees 
than Kate Field. She used the col- 
umns for the furtherance of views' 
which were sometimes radical, but al- 
ways in favor of the greater good of 
the people. It cost plenty of money to 
keep the plant going, and, after a long, 
hard, conscientious fight, she was com- 
pelled to give up the enterprise. She 
even went upon the lecture platform 
to get money for the paper, but the 
strain was finally more than she could 
stan.i.

We have repeatedly explained this 


matter in the columns of TDK SENTISKI, 


but, in compliance with the request, we 
do so again todsy. 


Under the law established by the 


great American republic, 371 i grains 
of pure silver were put in a dollar, and 
23 1 5 graioa of pure gold were put in 
a dollar, 16 gold dollars to weigh as 
much as one silver dollar. That is 
what 16 to 1 means. 
In other words, 


anyone bringing JT1} grains of silver 
to the mint had it oined into a dollar, 
aud anyone bringing u'3 122 gold to the 
mint had it coined into a dollar. And 
as long ss this was tbe law, no man was 
willing or did sell that much silver or 
gold for less than a dollar. Foreign 
inducemontfl at times caused much ol 
our gold to leave us, as it is doing now, 
but we had silver to fall back on, and 
then again when much of our silver 
left u«, we had gold. Thus we walked 
down the century on two legs, from 
thirteen poor colonies to thirty six 
grand states. 


During all of that century the metal 


of the two dollars never varied more 
than .i per cent, and could not, under 
the inexorable law of supply and de- 
cnnd, with the mints open and the

anchored In the harbor. So you see it 
was quite by accident I happened to at- 
tend the funeral of tho emperor. All In 
our service were sorry for the unhappy 
fate of the brave Frenchman, and be- 
lieved that he should have been a 
prisoner of war and not a captive, ex- 
iled under such cruel conditions. 
I 


joined the little company of French 
and English soldiers, who had gathered 
at the spot which N'apolcoii himself had 
selected for his grave under the shade 
of a -willow, and listened with rever- 
ence to the prayers read in an un- 
known tongue, the whole scene mak- 
ing tho greatest impression upon my 
youthful mind. I remember that men 
and women wept at Napoleon's fun- 
eral. The men were his French sol- 
diers, and among the women was Mine. 
Bertram!, his last nurse, and the wives 
of some English officers, who recog- 
nized his claim on thpir sympathies at 
the last moment. There was much of 
military pomp and splendor at 
the 


services, or It appeared such to Ameri- 
can eyes of that period. Mounted sol- 
diers, a company of grenadiers, and the. 
emperor's own attaches were all pres- 
ent in full uniform. 
A military cloak 


that I was told he had worn at Marengo 
was spread over his bier. The firing of 
cannon -was 
Incessant, 
five 
rounds 


being discharged every minute. 
The 


EriRllsh troops could not conceal their 
joy at this ending of Napoleon's cap- 
tivity, for it assured their leturn home 
from a. protracted stay in an unhealthy 
place. When the troop.-i left the grave, 
after firing over it the customary three 
volleys, the musie instantly changed 
from a dirgo to a quickstep character- 
istic cf the feeling of relief among the 
i.-.lanil population. Is it surprising that 
the sienc on that lonely prison site 
made a permanent Impression on my 
youthful memory, or tUat I always as- 
sociate myself with the event? I felt, 
happy over the unfortunate emperor's 
final home coming to 
his

France. My son was in Paris and at- 
tended the ceremonies of the second 
burial, but I do not.be.lieve that in all 
their pomp and 
magnificence, they 


equaled In grandeur that lonely island 
ceremony which gave him his first 
resting place.
